This Amendment is submitted in response to the Office Action dated October 1, 2002. 
In response to the election of a species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall 
be! restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable, Appli cant elects Species_ Ias_ 
defined in the Office Action. C laims 1-14 belong to the elected species. Applicants also 
submit that Claims 15-20 are also readable thereon. More specifically, independent Claim 1 
rebites

The requirement for election is traversed because the inventions set out by the claims 
clearly are related, a thorough search and examination of any claim group (it is believed) 
would be relevant to the examination of the other group, and requirements for election are not 
mandatory under 35 USC. More specifically, independent Claim 1 recites "uncoupling the 
gas cylinder from the chair... wherein the height adjustment mechanism includes a limit 
switch that is configured to limit an amount of movement of the height adjustment 
mechanism...." In the Office Action, independent Claim 15 is defined as being a separate 
species of the claimed invention. However, independent Claim 15 recites the step of 
"electrically coupling a limit switch to the chair to limit an amount of movement of the height 
adjustment mechanism, " and as such, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 15-20 are 
readable on Species I. 
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Accordingly, reconsideration of the election requirement is requested.
